Covrrmpus, October 14 —The battle ison.
Governor Campbell sent to the Legislatare
to-day his message setting forth the reasons
why be called the extra session. It has
created great indignation in the ranks of the
Diemocracy becanse of the ovtspoken man-
ner in which it treats of the corruption in
the Board of Improvements and Decennisal
Board at Cincinnati.

He also takes members to task for passing
a law which would permit of such puotlic
vervice, and asks them to undo their work
sod sdmit they bave made a mistake, as he
bas done in the appointments on the board.
This has touched the pride of many mem-
bers, and has a tendeacy to drive a great
many of the Democratic members from the
support of the messures props wed by Camp-

bell.
The People to Have th Power.

Ta concluding his messa e, sfter demand-
ing the election of the otheers by a popular
vote, the Governor says:

Ceriainly no one opposes restoring power to
the people from whem all of us receive our
temporary authority, Can it ba that there are
persons upon these boards who are ashamed, or
afrald, 1o go to the people for their vindication?
If the pectiemen thus legislated ont are honest
men and enjoy and deserye the confidence of

the people, ther will weleome the oppor-
tunity for a popular election to the
posts they now hold by sppein:-
mwent; but i they have beem unfaith-

ful and undessrving, then will they be unwill-
ing o render an aceount of their stewardship
or let the people pass upon it at the polls,
Bhould they shrink from submitting their
claims to the people, whom they are swornto
serve, that = in itself, a foll confassion of in-
capacity or guilt, Lot the arbitrament of the
baliot determine whether they possess the pon-
fidence of the people, No other tribanal ean
settle that guestion; vo other i= ever sought
by nten conscions of services well performed,
or duty faithfully discharged.

The Hamilton county delegsation, after the
message had been resd, renewed their fight
in behall of the revention of the Board of
Improvements. The messag: was referred
to the Judiciary Committess in either
branch, and an adjournment taken until to-
morrow morniong.

Commiitees Anxious to Compromise.

The Senate and House Judiciary Com-
mittees held a joint meeting and after de-
liberation agreed upon a recommendstion to
the Democratic caucus late in the afternoon
that there be a non-partisan committee ap-
pointed to investigate the charges sgainst
the members of the Board of Iwprovements,
apd report to the adjourned session in
Janusry, and that another commitiee be
sppointed on muopicipal reform to report a
plan for the betterment of city goveruments
&t the pext session,

Toe Democratic caucns was in session
from 3 1il1 6, and 8 great many epecches
were made. It was developed that the ma-
jority of the members were opposed to the
abolishment of the Board of Improvements
and the submission of the guestion to the
people. The feeling was bitter against
Campbell. and a number of speeches were
made denouncing himas s traitorf to the
party.

The Decision of the Cancas.

It was the sense of the majority of the
cancus that & committec of investigation
should be appoioted to report to the ad-
jouvrved session and adjourn, leaving the
present beard to serve till pext winter, QOnpe
or two members made speeches in favor of
the course suggested by Campbell.

Nodefinite action was taken, but s com-
mittee consisting of Senators Brown and
Zimmerman sud Representatives Belleville,
Gear and Bense appointed to confer with
the Governor looking to & compromise and
report to the caucus at 8 P, M. The com-
mittee was still in eonsultstion with the
Governor at a late bour, - During the con-
ference THEE DISPATCH correspondent se-
cured an interview with the Governor.

Camphell Will Concede Nothing.

“'1 will not concede one thing. The bills
which have been offered in sccordance with
my message will be passed or I will wash
my bands of the whole thing. I have no
apologies to make for what 1 have done and
if I kad it all to do over again I should not
change one thing even if the whole Legisla-
ture were agaiust me. You can say the
board will be abolished.™

Pattison and Gaumer, Democratic Sen-
ators, paid no stteotion to the caucns in-
struction at the noon hour, but introduced
the bills for the abolishment of the Board of
lmprovements and Decennial Board in the
sfternoon and endeavored to force the first
to a second reading, but feiled by a narrow
margin.

The
inner cirele drittis so strong in that direetion
it is expected many additionsl will join in
support of the Governor by the time the
House meets to-morrow morning.

The Demoeratic members who are sup-
porting the bills are these who favored home
rule with Governor Campbell duriog the
last session and did npot vote for the bill
creating the present Board of Improve-
ments,

The Hamilton Crowd Discouraged.

The Republicaus in caucus to-night de-
cided they would oot sccept any member-
ship on & proposed committee of investiga-
tion, and this has had a tendency to discour-
age the Hamilton county lobby aed mem-
bers,

It will require three days, and every indi-
cation *o-might is that the board will be
abolished and Campbell score a great vie-
tory in his party.

Asa final result of the conference the
Governor said ne would accede to rothing
short of the abolishment of the board, but
in the interest of harmony they could do as
ther pleased about s non-partisan board for
submitting the same to the people. The
cancus was still in session at midnight.

CHICAGO, October 14.—A sa'e opening
test which discounts the wondertul feat of
Johnstone, the mind reader, took place in
the Wavne Hotel, this morning. The oper-
ator was Henry E. Adams, a voung man
from Minneapolis, who came to Chicago some
weeks ago and took rooms at the Wayne.
There be became acquaicted with a voung
maa who was a consin to the botel proprie-
tor. This factof the relationship was pot
koown by Adame Within the past few
days Adams proposed to his new friend to
rob the safe of the hotel. Adams was to get
up at 4 o'clock this morning and open the
safe. Meantime the hotel proprietor had
been told of the plot by his consin, who pre-
tended to take the part of an accomplice in
the robhery,

It was a little after midnight when two
sble-bodied detectives were let into the
Hotel Wayne and secreted behind the office
countar. Justas the clock struck 4 the
safe robber eame tiptoe to the hotel office.
The detectives all but refused to breathe for
fear of disturbing him. Withount tools or

Fora
long while Joho McPary bas been watch-
ing Oscar Barringer, who seemed to pay
McPary's wile more atiention than was
proper. Several days ago McPary came
howe and found Barringer in the parlor in
a deep conversation with the wife. McPary
ordered Barringer out of kis house, and told
him if he ever cangbt him in conversation
with his wile again, one or the other should
die. Fora while this warning was
but Barringer could not suppress the desire
to see Mrs. McPary, and be wrote her a very
loving note asking permission to see her,
The note of Barringer never reached Mrs,
MePary, but fell into the husband’s hands.
Instesd of a reply trom the woman he re-
ceived one trom her husband, in which he
was given the prelerence of either leaving
the State or confronting him in a duel,

North Dakota Indians Charged With Burn-
ing the Grass to Catoh Gaane,

tion of affairs among the ranchmen of his
distriet resultant from the recent almost un-
precenented prairie fires. Beiween Hart
and Cannonball rivers and in the valleys of
both, the destruction has been almost com-
plete, while alout Killdear Mountain and
enst of there nothing has been left for stock
to live upon. At the Riverside ranch, at
the mouth of Little Hart river, 500 tons of
hay and 300 head of eatfle were burned np.

Banchmen sre inclined to lay these fires
to the Indiaus from the Fort Yates reserva-
tion who drive the game south snd burn the
prairies behind to preveot the game from
going back before being killed or esptared.

HORSES, NOT STEAM.

A MARYLAND RAILWAY RETURNS TO
FIRST PRINCIPLES.

The Only Engine Ran Into s Ditch and
There Was No Money for Repairs—A
Plucky Merchant is Now Operating the
Line,

(EFECIAL TELEGEAM TO THE DISPATCH.)

BALTIMORE, October 14.—The motive
power on the Southern Maryland Railroad
is mow furnished by two horses, and the
round trip of 18 miles is made in eight
hours, when the mud is not too deep. This
railroad is the remnant of a system which
was to bave been knvwn as the Washington
and Patomac Rallroad Company, and which
goes by that name in the railroad mannals,
Twenty years ago $300,000 was given to
public improvements in Southern Mary-
land. This road was begun to get the bulk
of tnis bonns. It partly served its purpose
and then it stopped, beginning nowhere and
ending nine miles from there.

Years afterward another railroad gave it
s connection and it was ran in = hand-to-
mouth sort of way until last yesr wheo 8

fatal catastrophe occurred. The only engise
ran off the track into a ditch, and the engine
bouse was destroyed by fire, and there was
not enough money in the treasury to repair
the damages, so operations were suspended
and they remained so ded until George
Chappeliear, s merchant of Hughesville, the
lower terminus, took steps to giye the people
the advantages that they had so sadly
missed. He got one of the old cars and
attached two single trees to each of which is
hitchea s horse that jogs along the side of
the track.

On the line of the road is s high trestle
work about 80 feet loug, This at first was
s puzgler, for his horses conld not walk the
cross ties. He overcame the difficulty, how-
ever, by unhitching the animals and leading
them over the ground beneath the trestle.
He then returned and with a strong crowbar

ied the car over the bridge, aiter this the

rees were rebitched, and all went smoothly
on their way. Mr. {’.Iunpelur bas taken
the contract to haul 4200 cases of canned
goods from Hughesyilie to Brandywine. He
car carry & load of several toms, and cam
mske the round trip in about eight hours.

Two young women were fo drowned in
the Seine. An individoal in the Rue Des
Pyrences poisoned himself with laudanom.

This epidemic ‘of suicides seems to bea
regular thiog as the commencement of the
spring and antumn. Last April the morgue
was often filled to overflowing. Statistics
show that drowning in the Seine seems to
be the form of death most frequently selected
in the spring, while preference is given to
